McLaren’s new supercar! 

Is the 207mph, 641bhp McLaren 650S an iiber-MP4-12C or a bargain PI? 


Pencilled in for unveiling at 
next week’s Geneva Motor 
Show, images of the McLaren 
650S leaked, so McLaren has 
broken cover with its new 
motor. Named after its 
power output in PS (it’s 641 
in BHP), this is a mid- 
engined masterpiece that 
costs £20k more than the 
616bhp MP4-12C, but shares 
more facial features with the 
£860k hybrid PI hypercar. 
Borrowing those McLaren 
LED headlights from the PI 
makes the 650S instantly 
more handsome than the 
12C. Below the new front 
bumper is a splitter that 
increases downforce to 
give a greater steering feel. 


• Behind the front wheels are 
door blades to direct air from 
the edges of the front splitter, 
increasing front-end grip and 
balance, not forgetting the 
unique side intakes behind 
the doors that feed the large 
radiators with cool air. In true 
McLaren fashion, there’s a lot 
of carbon fibre. 

• Although it shares a lot of 
its oily parts with the 12C, 
McLaren insists 25 per cent 
of the 650S’s components 
are different to make the 
650 more fun, usable and 
more “drifty”. It’s supposed 
to take everything the 12C 
did to the next ladder rung. 

• Yes, there’s a 3.8-litre twin 
turbo V8, but it differs from 
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the 12C with revised engine • 
management software and 
modified cylinder heads and 
pistons. A bigger torque 
boost - which peaks at • 

500lbft - arrives between 
3,000 and 7,000rpm. 

So 62mph will flash past in 
3 seconds, 125mph a second 
faster, to a 207mph red line. 


The airbrake is designed 
to reduce drag on straight 
tarmac but pop up to create 
downforce on twisties.

the trafficking of 
narcotics through Mexico 
is currently worth an 
estimated $13bn a year, 
with around 90 per 
cent of all the cocaine 
consumed in the US 
arriving through Mexico. 
Little wonder, then, that 
the Mexican authorities 
have placed a 30 million 
peso (£1.3m) bounty for 
fugitive Martinez’s 
capture, along with other 
co-founders of the 


Knights Templar cartel. 
It’s not all one way, 
though: a US Senate 
report said that of the 
29,000 guns recovered 
in Mexico in 2009/10, 
two thirds originated 
in America. 

Failed 
drug war 

In 2006, Mexico 
President Felipe Calderon 
deployed 50,000 soldiers 
to fight the cartels, a 
disastrous strategy that 
kicked off an upsurge in 
violence that has spread 
all over the country, with 
over 70,000 murdered. 

The two largest drug 
gangs are Los Zetas and 
the Sinaloa cartel. Los 
Zetas are, according to 
the US government, the 
“most technologically 
advanced, sophisticated, 
and dangerous cartel 
operating in Mexico.” 
While the Sinaloa gang 
prefer to use bribery to 
gain control of areas, 

Los Zetas specialise in 
violence, including the 
San Fernando massacre 
of 2011, in which 193 
people were murdered. 

A vital way of funding 
the cartels is through 
kidnapping. The main 
targets are middle class 
Mexicans whose families 
have to stump up five- 
figure sums to see their 
relatives alive again. 

In the Knights Templar- 
controlled area of 
Michoacana, one resident 
said, “Kidnapping is 
a crime that destroys 
people, that destroys 
communities. There’s 
only so much people will 
take before they explode.” 
The vigilantes are proof 
of this, but Servando 
Gomez Martinez won’t 
lose his grip on Mexico’s 
underworld without 
more bloodshed. 


BRUARY 2014. 

The scene is 
like the 
aftermath of a medieval 
battle. On the pavement 
of an ordinary street in 
the Mexican town of 
Zacan lie four severed 
human heads - a warning 
from a feared drug cartel 
to the vigilantes who seek 
to curtail its activities. 
The cartel, one of many 
in Mexico, is Los 
Caballeros Templarios 
(the Knights Templar), 
led not by a traditional 
gangster, but a former 
school teacher who 
claims his organisation is 
more interested in social 
justice than selling 
narcotics. His gang’s 
activities are just another 
example of how mired in 
murder and terror the 
country has become as 
the drug gangs reach new 
levels of barbarity. 

Knights 

Templar 

The Knights Templar 
cartel was formed by 
Servando Gomez 
Martinez and Enrique 
Plancarte Solis, two 
members of the La 
Familia Michoacana 
cartel, which disbanded 
after its leader was killed 
by police following a two- 
day gun battle. 

However, Even though 
the Knights Templar 
make their money from 
selling crystal meth and 
marijuana, they claim 
to have the welfare of 
the people at their heart. 
It recently released a 
statement proclaiming: 
“We want to take care of 
the community. We could 
be bad possibly because 
some of our guys don’t 
behave themselves. But 
we don’t want people 
from outside to humiliate 
and f**k our people.” 


Real-life 
Mr White 

It is Servando Gomez 
Martinez who is the 
feared kingpin 
masterminding the 
mayhem - a former 
teacher, he now makes 
his money by selling 
drugs, just like the 
fictional Walter White 
from Breaking Bad. 

“El Profe” (The Professor) 
claims that the Knights 
Templar protect the 
citizens of Michoacana 
from other cartels. 

“I want to live to serve 
my people,” he says. 

“I want my people to be 
in peace and, also, we 
want to demand the 
federal government pay 
the attention necessary 
to establish rule of law.” 

The severed heads 
discovered in Zacan 
suggest otherwise, 
though, and such brutal 
scenes of violence are 
only increasing the 
tension as yet more 
vigilante groups spring 
up. Now backed by the 
state, one such group 
entered the Knights 
Templar stronghold of 
Apatzingan earlier this 
month. Vigilante leader 
Hipolito Mora said, 

“We need to enter 
Apatzingan, which is the 
heart of the whole region 
and, as we all know, of 
vital importance for the 
criminal organisation.” 
But the Knights Templar 
claim the vigilantes 
are just a front for the 
rival New Generation 
cartel of neighbouring 
Jalisco state. 

Of course, at the root 
of all this violence is an 
increasingly lucrative 
drug market. Mexico is 
a vital distribution hub 
for South American 
drugs on their way to be 
sold in the US. Indeed,
